THE  MONTH  OF  SEPTEMBER  USHERS 
in  a  season  of  anticipation,  enthusiasm,  and 
excitement,  for  at  that  time  virtually  all  col- 
leges return  to  the  gridiron.

Losing  only  a  few  gridders  through  grad- 
uation and  transfer,  the  1947  team  was 
definitely  a  more  powerful  aggregation  than 
the  previous  year.

THE  OPENING  TILT  with  the  Davidson  Wildcats  temporarily  delayed  Elon's  first  taste 
of  victory.  The  reserve  strength  of  the  Southern  Conference  team  proved  to  be  the 
deciding  "factor  in  their  19-0  victory,  but  the  Christians  fought  on  even  terms  for  the 
first,  third  and  final  periods.  The  fatal  second  period  produced  the  total  scoring  of 
the  game.  Hank  Desimone,  Claude  Manzi,  Claude  Gentry,  Jim  Murray  and  Jack  Rus- 
sell were  outstanding  for  the  Christians  in  spite  of  the  defeat. 

Elon's  initial  victory  was  registered  the  following  week-end  when  the  Christians 
subdued  A.C.C.,  14-6.  Though  the  highlight  of  the  game  was  a  92  yard  run  by  Allsbrook 
for  the  opponents,  many  Elonites  played  their  best  game  of  the  year.  Center  Paul  Causey 
scored  one  touchdown  when  he  scooped  up  the  ball,  following  a  blocked  Atlantic  punt, 
and  crossed  the  goal  line  standing  up.  Jim  Murray,  Jim  Huyett,  Fred  Claytor,  and 
Bobby  Harris  also  starred  for  the  victors.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  touchdown 
scored  by  A.C.C.,  was  the  first  ever  made  by  men  from  Wilson  against  Elon. 

In  one  of  the  hardest  fought  games  of  the  year,  the  Mountaineers  from  Appalachian 
outscored  the  Christians  21-13.  Though  a  defeat  for  the  Elonites,  the  contest  was  by  far 
the  most  exciting  taking  place  on  their  home  field.  Vicious  blocking  and  tackling, 
lengthy  runs,  excellent  passing,  all  a  fan  would  desire  were  featured  in  the  skirmish. 
Fred  Claytor's  passes  to  Jim  Huyett,  Jack  Russell  and  Claude  Gentry  set  up  the  touch- 
downs for  the  Christians.    Claude  Manzi  and  John  Zurlis  were  line  stalwarts. 

Playing  on  an  exceptionally  muddy  field  in  Greenville,  the  Christians  repeated 
their  performance  of  last  year  by  edging  E.C.T.C,  7-0.  For  the  most  part,  the  game 
was  uninteresting  and  uneventful  due  to  the  weather  conditions;  the  seemingly  fath- 
omless amount  of  mud  kept  down  the  scoring  to  a  minimum.  Standout  mudders  were 
Hank  DeSimone,  Claude  Gentry,  and  John  Zurlis.  The  offensive  featured  Pete  Marsh- 
burn,  Huyett  Braxton,  and  Lou  Savini,  who  scored  the  lone  touchdown  of  the  game  on 
a  32  yard  off-tackle  play. 

Avenging  a  20-0  defeat  of  the  '46  campaign,  the  Fighting  Christians  upset  a 
highly  regarded  Newberry  team  3-0.  Most  of  the  game  was  played  in  Newberry  terri- 
tory, but  continual  goal  line  stands  by  the  South  Carolina  opposition  prevented  the  Ma- 
roon and  Golders  from  scoring  a  touchdown.  In  the  waning  moments  of  the  second 
quarter,  Jim  "Groza"  Huyett  kicked  a  22-yard  field  goal  producing  the  only  score  of 
the  encounter.  Long  runs  by  Bobby  Harris  and  Jim  Murray  and  a  40-yard  pass  from 
Fred  Claytor  to  Mike  Kozakewich  highlighted  the  ball  game.  The  Christians  piled  up 
391  yards  to  119  for  Newberry,  and  16  first  downs  to  the  Little  Gamecock's  6. 


THE    SQUAD 


One  of  the  nation's  best  small  college  teams,  Catawba,  trounced  Elon  38-0  on  the 
week-end  of  October  25.  The  game  was  played  in  Salisbury  and  from  the  beginning, 
there  was  no  doubt  as  to  the  victor.  The  Indians  played  in  the  Tangerine  Bowl  later 
in  the  year,  which  indicates  the  strength  of  their  team.  Elon  held  Catawba  to  two 
touchdowns  in  the  first  half,  but  relinquished  four  markers  in  the  third  and  fourth 
quarters.  Claude  Manzi,  John  Zurlis,  Claude  Gentry  and  Paul  Causey  led  the  Elon 
forward  wall  on  defense  and  offense  during  the  entire  contest.  C.  K.  Siler  and  Huyett 
Braxton,  with  their  running  and  kicking,  were  the  offensive  leaders. 

An  injury-riddled  Christian  team  waged  a  beautiful  brand  of  football  for  the  Home- 
coming crowd,  and  upset  a  highly  favored  Erskine  team  by  a  17-7  score.  The  game 
featured  two  70-yard  runs  by  Bobby  Harris  and  a  62-yard  quick  kick  by  C.  K.  Siler. 
Jim  Huyett  also  had  a  perfect  day  in  the  kicking  department,  adding  two  extra  points 
and  making  good  a  20  yard  field  goal.  Lou  Savini,  Claude  Manzi  and  Huyett  Braxton 
likewise  stood  out  in  the  impressive  victory.  The  game  ranks  as  the  most  deserved 
win  of  the  year;  the  line  play  was  flawless,  and  performance  in  the  backfield  left  little 
to  be  desired. 

Two  days  of  psychological  warfare  preceded  the  encounter  between  the  High  Point 
Panthers  and  the  Christians.  Though  Elon  was  the  victor  in  the  "battle  of  the  nerve," 
they  were  on  the  short  end  of  the  score  when  the  final  whistle  sounded  in  the  main 
contest.  Bobby  Harris,  after  intercepting  a  panther  aerial,  set  up  the  first  score  of 
the  game  with  a  90-yard  run.  Fred  Claytor  then  tossed  to  Bill  Perry  in  the  end  zone, 
and  Jim  Huyett  added  the  extra  point.  But  the  boys  from  H.P.,  making  their  primary 
gains  with  end  runs,  tallied  twice  in  the  final  quarter  to  edge  out  the  Perrymen. 

The  losing  of  the  High  Point  game  temporarily  took  the  fight  out  of  the  Christians, 
for  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  Bears  subdued  the  Elonites  13-0  when  they  met  at  Hickory.  The 
Bears  play  featured  numerous  long  runs  by  Charles  Harrell,  which  in  the  final  analysis 
determined  the  outcome  of  the  contest,  but  the  Christians  were  spectacular  in  holding 
the  Hickorymen  for  no  gain  on  four  tries  from  the  eight  yard  line.  Dave  "Shoeball" 
McClenny,  Fred  Hoffman,  and  Claude  Manzi  starred  in  the  defeat. 

Guilford,  favored  by  three  touchdowns  in  the  Turkey  Day  classic,  decisively  de- 
feated the  Christians  13-6  in  the  final  tilt  of  the  year.  The  Elonites  tallied  early  in  the 
first  quarter,  but  could  make  no  appreciable  headway  thereafter,  the  major  portion 
of  the  game  being  played  in  the  Christians  territory.  Fred  Hoffman,  Lou  Savini,  Jack 
Russell,  Dave  McClenny,  and  Jim  Murray  starred  for  the  Maroon  and  Golders  in  the 
encounter.
